To  the  Members   of  the  School  Board,   Parents,  and 
Voters  of  the  Gilford  School  District: 

Since  December  7,  1940,  the  calm  manner  of  our 
living  and  working  has  been  affected  radically.  It 
is  apparent  now  that  as  each  month  advances  we  shall 
need  to  adjust  ourselves  to  rapid  changes,  to  shortages 
in  personnel  and  materials,  to  curtailment  of  activities, 
and  to  the  development  of  new  skills  in  everyday  liv- 
ing. The  day  on  which  you  may  read  this  report  will 
bring  its  demands  which  may  be  much  different  from 
those  on  the  days  in  which  this  is  being  written.  Come 
what  may,  this  is  being  prepared  to  give  you  a  brief 
summary  of  the  year's  responsibilities  and  achieve- 
ments and  not  to  forecast  the  future. 

Teachers  ;         ■ 

One  teacher  resigned  during  the  year  and  two 
teachers  were  assigned  to  new  groups.  Mrs.  Florence 
Collins  Blake  secured  a  release  from  her  contract  in 
the  spring  and  Mrs.  Grace  J.  Sargent  substituted  for 
several  weeks.  Mrs.  Natalie  Haddock  Davis  assumed 
the  responsibilities   for  the   work   in   Grades   I-II   in 
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September.  Miss  Hunt  has  Grades  III-IV.  Mr.  Sar- 
gent continues  as  principal  and  teacher  of  Grades  VII- 
VIII. 

Miss  Velma  E.  Lucier  of  Northfield,  with  consid- 
erable experience  in  Plaistow  as  a  teacher  of  pupils  of 
the  junior  high  school  age,  was  selected  to  teach  Grades 
V-VI.  Her  schedule  and  that  of  Mr.  Sargent  was 
planned  so  pupils  in  the  upper  four  grades  could  have 
instruction  in  practical  arts  (sewing  and  manual  train- 
ing).

Changes  in  the  Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  ceilings  of  the  classrooms  and  corridors  have 
been  insulated  with  Rock  Wool.  The  work  was  com- 
pleted early  in  April  by  the  Eagle  Rock  Wool  Insulat- 
ing Company  of  Concord,  New  Hampshire.  The  price 
was  $400,  payable  in  four  annual  installments  of  $100 
each,  beginning  on  or  before  September  1,  1941.  There 
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has  been  a  noticeable  effect  in  the  evenness  of  temper- 
ature of  the  classrooms  since  this  insulating  was  done 
but  it  will  be  impossible  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the 
fuel  saving  until  more  time  has  elapsed. 

An  additional  radiator  was  installed  in  the  north- 
west room.  This  has  equalized  the  heat  so  each  class- 
room maintains  nearly  the  same  temperature  through- 
out the  day. 

The  interior  of  the  four  classrooms  was  painted 
this  summer.  This  is  the  first  decorating  of  rooms 
which  has  been  done.  To  this  point,  the  walls  had 
been  left  as  the  builders  had  completed  them. 

Asphalt  has  been  placed  over  the  loose  gravel  in 
the  front  and  rear  walks.  This  prevents  much  of  the 
sand  and  dirt  from  being  tracked  into  the  building  and 
stops  most  of  the  rapid  wear  of  the  floor  coverings. 

A  metal  handrail  has  been  installed  beside  the 
walk  leading  to  the  rear  entrance. 

Transporters  and  Pupils  Transported 
Laconia  Transit  Company  with  Ernest  E.  Morin 
transport  pupils  to  Laconia  High  School  and  to  the 
Gilford  Grade  School.     In   all,  there  are   127  pupils 
being  transported. 
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In  July,  the  School  Board  decided  to  permit  the 
transportation  of  all  Gilford  boys  and  girls  to  La- 
conia  High  School  if  their  homes  were  located  along 
one  of  the  regular  routes  and  if  there  would  be  no 
interference  with  the  regular  time  schedules  of  the 
school  busses.  Several  additional  pupils  have  been 
accommodated  by  this  service. 

New  Subjects 

The  boys  and  girls  in  Grades  V,  VI,  VII,  VII  are 
to  benefit  from  instruction  in  Practical  Arts.  The  boys 
are  to  work  in  a  new  shop,  equipped  with  benches  and 
tools  for  wood  and  craft  productions.  The  girls  are 
to  have  sewing. 

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,  and  Superintendent 
of  Schools : 

The  contagious  disease  record  in  the  Gilford 
schools  has  been  unusually  good.  Last  year  seven 
cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported.  Common  colds 
were  quite  prevalent  and  the  school  was  closed  a  few 
days  last  winter  to  help  control  a  "flu"  epidemic.  The 
head  lice  situation  is  much  better  this  year  but  certain 
children  still  need  constant  watching. 
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The  physical  defects  corrections  show  an  improve- 
ment over  last  year.  Where  only  27%  of  the  defects 
were  corrected  last  year,  35%  were  corrected  at  last 
report.  At  the  same  time  the  number  of  pupils  with- 
out defects  has  increased  from  27%  a  year  ago  to 
38%-  now.  ,It  might  be  of  interest  to  see  a  report  of 
the  defects  of  the  Gilford  pupils :

When  thinking  over  these  figures,  it  is  interesting 
to  note  how  disturbed  the  army  recruiting  officers  and 
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the  national  health  authorities  are  about  the  large  per- 
centage of  defects  they  find  among  men  wishing  to  be 
inducted  into  service.  If  a  little  more  interest  had  been 
shown  in  correcting  these  defects  a  few  years  ago 
while  the  men  were  still  school  children,  many  of  these 
defects  would  have  been  eliminated,  and  a  better  record 
would  have  been  found  among  army  men.  Their  fig- 
ures are  about  the  same  as  ours  among  school  children. 

Most  health  authorities  blame  our  poor  eating 
habits  and  a  carelessly  balanced  diet  for  many  of  these 
defects.  This  is  especially  true  of  dental  decay,  and 
some  vision  defects  also.  Most  people  refuse  many 
foods  good  for  them  in  preference  for  things  they  hap- 
pen to  like  better,  resulting  in  a  poorly  balanced  diet. 
Children  establish  eating  habits  very  early  and  are 
prone  to  copy  adult  preferences  as  well  as  prejudices. 
It  is  possible  to  train  young  children  to  like  a  variety 
of  vegetables,  both  cooked  and  raw,  whole  grain  cereals, 
fruits,  dark  breads,  and  particularly  milk  in  some 
form.  Most  of  our  children  in  Gilford  are  able  to  get 
correct  diets,  for  which  we  should  be  very  thankful. 
Let  us  set  them  the  example  of  ourselves  eating  more 
of  the  things  we  know  are  best  for  us  whenever  pos- 
sible. 
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We  must  build  our  national  health  as  strong  as 
possible  for  the  problems  that  are  ahead  of  us.  While 
preventing  defects  with  well  balanced  diets,  let  us  cor- 
rect all  possible  defects  among  our  young  citizens.  We 
urge  all  parents  financially  able  to  do  so  to  take  their 
children  to  their  dentist  for  a  complete  check  up.  Re- 
member the  most  important  teeth  in  the  child's  mouth 
are  the  six-year  molars  and  these  come  in  about  the 
time  the  child  starts  school.  They  are  nearly  always 
crossed  with  fissure  cavities  seen  after  they  are 
through  and  often  decay  very  badly  in  a  year  or  two. 
Those  parents  who  have  received  a  notice  of  defective 
vision  or  have  reason  to  suspect  there  may  be  trouble 
with  the  eyes  are  urged  to  consult  an  oculist  as  soon 
as  possible.  We  regret  to  say  that  several  of  the 
cases  of  defective  vision  recorded  in  our  schools  are 
not  yet  corrected  and  are  of  a  serious  nature.  It 
costs  money  for  glasses  and  ways  have  not  yet  been 
found  to  get  enough  for  all  the  needed  glasses.  We 
need  a  community  interest  in  school  clinics.  The  school 
authorities  are  anxious  to  start  dental  clinic  services 
for  all  pupils  needing  it.  There  are  no  funds  for  those 
unable  or  unwilling  to  pay  for  their  own  work,  and  no 
organization  prepared  to  sponsor  such  a  program.

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For  the  most  part,  this  is  done  by  teachers'  meetings, 
individual  conferences,  written  communications,  dem- 
onstration teaching,  curriculum  study,  and  directed 
observations.

Conservation 

What  is  being  done  to  conserve  work  materials  ? 

1.  Pupils  are  using  both  sides  of  every  sheet  of  paper. 

2.  The  care  with  which  written  work  is  done  has  been 
improved  so  there  are  fewer  sheets  of  paper  wasted. 

3.  Duplicated  copies  are  prepared  with  exercises  on 
both  sides  of  the  sheet. 

4.  The  pencil  sharpeners  are  kept  in  good  condition. 

5.  The  number  of  paper  towels  used  by  pupils  is  lim- 
ited to  a  small  daily  allotment. 
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6.  Tops  of  thermos  bottles  and  cups  carried  in  lunch 
boxes  are  replacing  paper  drinking  cups. 

7.  Kraft  papers  and  cardboards  from  home  are  being 
collected  for  posters  and  displays. 

8.  Desk  covers  for  lunch  and  pasting  operations  are 
being  made  from  the  colored  pages  in  the  Ladies 

Home  Journal,  Saturday  Evening  Post,  or  some 
-    other  large-sheet  magazine. 

9.  The  waste  baskets,  notebooks,  workbooks,  and 
desks  are  inspected  every  two  or  three  days  to  dis- 
courage waste. 

10.  Conservation  is  being  made  a  VIRTUE. 

In  what  other  ways  are  pupils  being  encouraged 
to  save? 

1.  Tin  and  lead  foil  are  being  collected  at  home. 

2.  Newspapers  and  other  waste  papers  are  being 
saved  for  sale  to  junk  dealers. 

3.  Tin  cans  and  metal  scraps  are  being  collected. 

4.  Defense  stamps  and  bonds  are  being  purchased. 

5.  Life-preservation  "squads  are  being  trained, 

6.  Morale  squads  are  being  organized.
